Bush said, But he welcomed it,, 
as well as plans by 'the Inter­ 
national Civil Aviation Organ­ 
ization—ICAO—to call for sanc­ 
tions 
against 
countries 
that 
shelter hijackers. 
Mojsov 
acknowledged 
that 
the declaration itself could not 
end hijacking, but he expressed 
hope that the unanimity of the 
counci1 would strengthen the 
hands of governments to act.

declaration 
urged 
all 
governments to expand inter­ 
national cooperation to insure 
maximum safety and reliability 
of air traffic and to “take ap­ 
propriate measures within their 
jurisdiction to deter and pre­ 
vent” air piracy and “to deal 
with those who commit such 
acts.”

ambasador, 
Yosef Tekoah, said the test of 
the resolution would be the re­ 
action of the Arab governments 
and whether they curb such 
Arab terrorist organizations as 
the guerrilla group that spon­ 
sored the Tel. Aviv air port mas­ 
sacre on May 3b. 
The ICAO in 
Montreal, 
a 
U.N. specialized agency with 
124 member countries, ordered 
its legal committee to draft a 
convention obliging its mem­ 
bers to take sanctions against 
nations that shelter or fail to 
punish hijackers. But reports 
from Montreal said it would be 
difficult to get agreement on 
sanctions from countries that 
bad resisted taking up the ques­ 
tion, including the Arab states, 
the Soviet Union and France. 
Details were not given of the 
sanctions 
under 
discussion. 
They could include airline boy­ 
cotts of countries and refusal of 
transit rights for the countries’ 
national airlines. 
In. Washington, Sen. Warren 
Magnuson, 
D-Wash., 
said he 
would push an amendment to 
hijacking legislation now pend­ 
ing in the U.S. Congress that 
would prohibit any U.S. airline 
from, flying to any country 'that

Red Cross Needs

While the people of the Black 
Hills area bury their dead and 
try to resume some semblance 
■of 
their 
.normal 
day-to-day 
lives, 135' Red Cross disaster 
workers are coping with the 
massive job of helping to get 
this flood-ravaged community 
back on its feet. 
Thus far Red Cross has spent 
more than a quarter of a mil­ 
lion dollars for food, clothing, 
household goods and building 
repair supplies, to assist the 
more than 6,000 families affect­ 
ed by the floods. The latest sur­ 
vey indicated that more than 
2M persons died In, the flood, 
182 bodies have been identified 
and over 400 persons are still 
listed as missing. Red Cross of­ 
ficials report that more than 
2,000 persons were injured; 122 
were hospitalized, 39 remain in 
the hospitals; and 722 'persons 
were 
treated 
and 
released. 
Thus far more than 20,000 dis­ 
aster victims and relief work­ 
ers have been aided by Red 
Cross staff and volunteers. Five 
Red Cross disaster service cen­ 
ters are in operation at the pre­ 
sent time, and American Na­ 
tional Red Cross Disaster Head­ 
quarters are set up in an emp­ 
ty department store building in 
downtown Rapid City. Building 
surveys by Red Cross report 
more 'than 700 homes were de­ 
stroyed in. the flood; over 1,725 
homes received major damage, 
and more than 1,900 homes had 
minor damage to them. More 
than 500 mobile homes were de­ 
stroyed and over 825 had major 
damage. 
The National Red Cross urges 
all citizens to give the Red 
Cross their full support and co­ 
operation, and to send any con­ 
tribution they may wish to give 
to their local Red Cross chap­ 
ter. To date only $87 has been 
contributed to the .local chapter 
for the South Dakota Disaster, 
and this has been sent to them. 
The local Red Cross chapter 
quota is $421, and contributions 
to this disaster fund are urgent­ 
ly needed. Mail or bring to the 
office of the local chapter of the 
American Red Cross your con­ 
tribution, so that Rush County 
will be able to meet its quota.

Rep. Celler, Bella Abzug Among 
Members Of Congress To Lose 
NEW YORK (AP) — Demo- 
cratíc Rep Emanuel Celler, 
dean of the House with nearly a 
hall century of service, has 
been defeated for renomination 
from his Brooklyn district by 
Elizabeth Holtzman, the district 
leader making her first bid in 
big-time politics. 
The 84-year-old chairman of 
the House Judiciary Comittee 
and 30-vear-old Miss Holtzman 
waged a see-saw battle through 
Tuesday night before she tall­ 
ied her upset with 16,557 votes 
to 14,995 for Celler in the final 
unofficial returns from New 
York's Democratic primary.

Living Costs 
Take Big Jump 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Food 
prices dropped last month but 
substantial increases for cloth­ 
ing and transportation contrib­ 
uted to the largest rise in over­ 
all living costs in three months, 
the government reported today. 
The Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics said its Consumer Price In­ 
dex, measuring typical family 
spending, rose three-tenths of 
one per cent in May to 124.7. 
This means it cost $12.47 in 
May on the average for every 
$10 worth of goods and services 
in the base period five years 
ago. 
The report said, however, 
that price increases in the past 
fix months of President Nixon's 
Phase 2 economic controls 
climbed at an annual rate of 3.5 
per cent, down from 4 por cent 
in the six months prior to the 
beginning of federal controls. 
The bureau also reported that 
average wages of somo 50 mil­ 
lion rank and file workers rose 
two cents per hour and 74 cents 
per week to $133.21 and contin­ 
ued to outpace inflation.

Clemente 
Not Afraid 
To Talk

PITTSBURGH (AP) — Rob­ 
erto Clemente, closing in fast 
on baseball’s exclusive 3,000-hit 
club, claims the news media 
are overly critical of Latin 
American players. 
“Some of the ball players 
may be afraid to talk, but I am. 
not,’’ the Pittsburgh Pirate 
rightfielder and native of 
Puerto Rico declared recently. 
“A few years ago the writers 
used to say that I was a good 
hitter, but not that good,” he 
said. “And it is just like that 
with all the Latin players. The 
writers always come up with 
that "but.’” 
Clemente, a .318 lifetime hit­ 
ter, added that his image as 
one oí baseball’s leading hypo­ 
chondriacs—an image he flatly 
refutes—can be traced to dis­ 
agreements with writers. 
“I don’t keep my mouth shut 
when they said things that were 
not right,” he said, “so they 
wrote sarcastic things about 
me thinking I was hurt all the 
time and not wanting to play.” 
The truth, according to Cle­ 
mente, is that he never has 
asked to be scratched from a 
lineup. 
“If the manager wants me to 
play, I play, no matter whether 
I am hurt or not." he said. 
“Once I was playing with a bad 
bruise on my leg, and I heard a 
television announcer talking 
about how I babied myself too 
much.” 
Clemente, who this week be­ 
came Pittsburgh’s all-time runs 
batted in leader with 1,275, 
needs 53 more hits to become 
the first Latin and the 11th 
player ever to reach 3,000. 
“I don’t have to worry about 
what the writers say about me 
any more because the fans 
have seen me play and they 
know the truth,” Clemente 
said. ‘The writers cannot fool 
the fans.” 
He added, however, that he 
was concerned for 'the many 
young Latins in the major 
leagues, like Rennie Stennett 
and Manny Sanguillen of the 
Pirates. 
“When a young player from 
the United States makes a mis­ 
take, the writers say it is in­ 
experience,” he said. “But 
when a young Latin, player 
makes a mistake, they make it 
seem like he is dumb, foolish.”

Extremists 
of all stripes in our so­ 
ciety ceaselessly attempt to discredit the 
rule of law as being biased and oppress­ 
ive. They have no conception of — or 
purposelv choose to ignore — its role and 
history, it is not surprising that these 
divisive elements concentrate their abuse 
on the law enforcement officer. Above 
all, he stands firmly in the path of mind­ 
less actions that would reduce our gov­ 
ernment of laws to mob rule or the 
whims of lawless men. 
To permit such attem pts to damage 
the reputation of our government by law 
is, of course, a necessary condition of 
democracy. While it must tolerate the 
lawfully expressed views of extremists, 
its citizens cannot through their own ig­ 
norance be entrapped with sympathy 
for bankrupt doctrines that would 
waste the foundations of their Nation. 
In observing Law Day, USA, this May 
1st. we had an opportunity to view our 
laws in their proper perspective and ap­ 
preciate the role they have played in de­ 
veloping our Nation. The day was also a 
time to renew our obligation of support 
to law enforcement officers. 126 of whom 
selflessly gave their lives last year in up­ 
holding the law. 
Our greatest democratic heritage is the 
rule of law\ It is the foundation for and 
the guardian of the rights, liberties, and 
orderly progress we enjoy. It is also the 
soil that has nurtured the "American 
dream” implicit in the Declaration of 
Independence pledge to provide 
. .Life, 
Liberty, and the Pursuit of Happiness" 
for all* our citizens. 
The tests of time and challenge in our 
Nation's history have more than proven 
the majesty of the law. Were this not so, 
our country would not have endured its 
strife to now stand before the nations of 
the world as a model of freedom and ac­ 
complishment. This is not to say the law 
has always been right, but that it has 
been organized to ultimately seek justice. 
Recognition of its power for good is not 
merely the experience of our nearly two 
centuries of democratic government. The 
struggle to insure the rights of the indi­ 
vidual and his social organizations by 
written decree has roots which reach far 
back into antiquity.

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Family Doctor 
Coming Back, 
Speaker Says 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 
The family doctor is coming 
back strong among the nation’s 
new 
generation 
of 
medical 
achool graduates. 
“The reversal 
trend 
from 
specialized practice is clear,” 
Dr. Carroll L. Witten of Louis­ 
ville told an American Medical 
Association family practice ses­ 
sion today. 
Ninety per cent of the Uni- 
versity of Washington’s 
last 
three medical school classes 
are entering family practice, 
said Dr. Edward J, Kowalevski 
of Baltimore. 
Witten reported the number 
of family practitioners in the 
nation dropped from 80,000 in 
1947 to 59,000 in 1967 and has 
returned to 64,000'. He said the 
recovery rate will speed up in 
future years. 
The decline in family prac­ 
titioners developed with a surge 
to specialized 
practice after 
World War II, 
The sharp increase in medi­ 
cal 'graduates choosing family 
instead of specialized practice 
reflects both a public need and 
demand and a commitment in 
the young medical generation, 
said Kowalewski, head of the 
division of family practice at 
the University of Maryland. 
He said 126 of the 240 stu­ 
dents in Maryland's last two 
classes are choosing to be fami­ 
ly physicians. 
Kowalewski said today's stu­ 
dents demand courses in coun­ 
selling, a craft the present ma­ 
ture family physician learned 
by experience. 
“I believe counselling starts 
with a baby’s checkup visit to 
your 
office 
a 
month 
after 
birth,” he said.

“Our larger modern plants at 
Columbus, Ohio, and Pittston, 
Pa., are now supplying all of 
the needs of the available mar­ 
ket and can continue to do so,” 
he said. 


The Muncie plant was built in 
1890 by the Hemingray Co. to 
make glass insulators for use in 
the 
communications industry. 
Owens-Illinois bought the plant 
in 1933 and produced insulators 
and glass blocks there until 
1966.

You Can Get Most Any 
Book At The Library 


Thousands ol books in librar­ 
ies throughout the state are 
available to patrons of the Rush- 
ville Library through an inter- 
library loan system that links 
participating libraries with the 
State Library, book collections 
on state university campuses 
and other participants. 


The RushviUe facility is one of 
six satellite libraries in this area 
served by Richmond’s Morris­ 
son-Reeves Library, a central 
library which is connected by 
TWX (teletypewriter exchange) 
with the State library, the four 
state universities, and 24 other 
central sites in aU parts of Indi­ 
ana. 
When books are not available 
at the local library, a phone 
call, paid for by the State Li­ 
brary, to Morrisson-Reeves re­ 
lays the request to the State Li­ 


brary which, in turn, conducts 
a search among TWX-linked 
central libraries. Once located, 
the book is sent directly to the 
requesting library for use by the 
patron. Service is usually pro­ 
vided in less than a week. 
When a book is known to be 
on the shelves of a particular li­ 
brary. 
Morrisson-Reeves can, 
through its TWX system con­ 
tact that library, by-passing 
the State Library and provid­ 
ing faster service. 
Special TWX service also is 
available 
to 
physicians 
who 
seek professional material from 
the Indiana University Medical 
Center in Indianapolis.

charged sewage water. 
—Danville,,' which 
was 
or­ 
dered 
to 
provide 
advanced 
treatment and chlorination of 
its sewage, although the city 
argued it could not afford the 
measures. 
—Geneva, which was ordered 
to install a sewage treatment 
plant. 


In other action, toe board 
granted a 90-day extension for 
the Eleventh Elkhart Corp. to 
continue 
using 
the 
sewage 
treatment plant at a shopping 
center it operates. 
The board has been on record 
opposing small treatment units. 
It approved the addional use of 
the plant pending negotiations 
by the company and Elkhart 
over hooking the shopping cen­ 
ter onto the city’s sewage sys­ 
tem. 
The city said it would only 
permit the hook-on if the center 
was annexed, but the company 
maintained the additional city 
taxes brought on by annexation 
would be 
a 
“'financial dis­ 
aster.” 
The board, in a similar case, 
gave 
preliminary 
permission 
for the use by the Quality 
Courts Motel under construc­ 
tion in Muncie of its own sew­ 
age treatment system. 
The board earlier ordered the 


motel hooked on to the city’s 
sewage system, but rescinded 
the order Tuesday after being 
told the city's system could not 
handle the motel’s sewage. 
The board warned the city 
not to permit additional devel­ 
opment in the area near the 
motel until 
adequate 
sewers 
are in operation.

At his heels 
was a gray mongrel dog, his 
constant companion in many 
battles. It died with him. 
“He was right up front to get 
the attack going,” said the offi­ 
cer who replaced him on the 
spot. "He didn’t have to be 
right up here, but that’s the 
kind of man Col. Willey was. 
His courage and sheer presence 
made all the difference.” 
Lt. Col. Burr M. Willey, 44, 
from Ayer. Mass., was one of a

seeing front-line action in Viet­ 
nam. He was part of the small 
team of advisers to the South 
Vietnamese 21st Infantry Divi­ 
sion which has been fighting for 
two months to raise the siege of 
An Loe. 
About 
noon 
Monday 
It 
seemed that the final push was 
near. Willey and other advisers 
persuaded the Vietnamese to 
use their tanks and rangers in 
an attempt to end the month­ 
long deadlock. 
As the heavy vehicles lum­ 
bered northwards past his com­ 
mand bunker at Chon Thanh, 
Wiilev shouted gleefully, “At 
last they’re moving.'” 
He jammed on his steel hel­ 
met, tugged on his flak vest, 
climbed into his jeep and said, 
“I’ll be back in half an hour.” 
Two hours later a helicopter 
was to fly him to Saigon for a 
week's respite from the battle- 
front. 
As his jeep began to move 
off, be caled out, ‘Come on, 
Moose.” 
Out of the bunker 
dashed a streak of dirty gray 
fur. It jumped between the ra­ 
dios in the back seat, and tha 
jeep raced off. 
“I inherited Moose in the Del­ 
ta.” Willey had said half an 
hour earlier. “And he has nev­ 
er gone from my side. He in­ 
sists on riding the helicopters 
with me. We even made the 
n e w s p a p e r s together,” he 
laughed, showing a clipping.

Humphrey Bitter As He, Muskie 
Greet Democrats In Indianapolis 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie apologized 
to Hoosiers Tuesday while Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey criticized a 
plank in the Indiana Democrat­ 
ic platform and appeared bitter 
over the delegate strength giv­ 
en Sen. George McGovern. 
Humphrey met supporters 
and delegates to the state con­ 
vention at a reception Tuesday 
night at the Indianapolis Athlet­ 
ic Club. He arrived late for the 
state convention after attending 
the U.S. Conference of Mayors 
meeting in New Orleans. 
Muskie addressed the dele­ 
gates Tuesday afternoon before 
adjournment 
of 
the 
State 
Democratic Convention, 
and 
“apologized” for entering the 
Hoosiers primary but failing to 
campaign here in the presiden­ 
tial preference contest. 
Humphrey told newsmen he 
disagreed with the plank in the 
Indiana Democratic platform, 
which calls for U.S. military 
withdrawal 
from 
Southeast 
Asia without a prior agreement 
on release of prisoners of war. 
“We need a commitment on 
prisoners of war before we 
withdraw,” 
Humphrey 
said 
during a news conference. 


Humphrey said he would have 
a full statement on the national 
platform this weekend. 
Sen. George McGovern was 
given five at-large delegates 
and may have as many as 13 
more supporters in the Indiana 
National Convention delegation, 
Robert Keif, a national cam­ 
paign aide to Humphrey said. 
These would be second ballot 
delegates. Under Indiana law, 
55 Indiana delegates must vote 
for Humphrey on the first bal­ 
lot, and 21 must vote for Ala­ 
bama Gov. George Wallace. 
However, after the first ballot, 
the delegates may vote as they 
please. 
Concerning McGovern’s dele­ 
gate support, Humphrey said, 
“He wasn’t in this primary and 
didn’t deserve a one of them.” 
He also said he “held the op­ 
tion” to challenge some of the 
Indiana delegation at the Na­ 
tional Convention.” 
Humphrey refused to name 
State 
Democratic 
Chairman 
Gordon St. Angelo as the engi­ 
neer of the McGovern support. 
However, when asked to de­ 
scribe the Indiana convention 
in terms of “old politics versus
